Situation  of  Colleges  by  Reason  of  War 

\  QUESTION  now  giving  great  concern  to  friends 
of  education  is:  What  will  be  the  effect  of  this 
lobal  war  on  our  institutions  of  higher  learning,  par- 
cularly    in    the    academic    field? 

It  appears  that  never  before  in 
ny  great  conflict  was  youth  more 
1  demand,  because  of  those  traits 
f  daring,  quicknessof  reaction,  alert- 
ess,  recuperative  powers — and  that 
Ian  which  belongs  to  youth  alone, 
"he  airplane,  especially,  which  is 
roving  the  key  to  the  modern 
Dmplex  system  of  mechanized  war- 
ire,  needs  the  young,  the  alert, 
lose  with  imagination.  And  so 
oys  as  young  as  eighteen,  just 
ntering  college,  or  in  their  first 
r  second  years,  are  required,  and 
lis  requirement  must  be  met. 

Of  course,  Hampden-Sydney  will 
affer  a  sharp  drop  in  its  enrollment, 
recipitating  a  corresponding  de- 
line  in  its  income,  while  its  expenses 
f  operation  will  be  only  slightly 
jduced,  if  at  all.  But  carrj'  on 
le  college  will.  It  is  an  occasion 
)r  justified  pride  that  Hampden- 
ydney  has  survived  all  of  the  six 
ars  in  which  this  nation  has  had  a 
art  since  its  founding,  and  we  have 
cclaimed  the  noteworthy  fact  that 
uring  all  this  period  the  doors  of 

le  College  have  never  been  closed  except  during  regular 
acations.  This  fact  is  more  remarkable  when  it  is  re- 
alled  that  her  sons  in  large  numbers  were  among  our 
rmed  forces  in  all  of  these  wars — the  War  of  Independ- 
Qce,  the  War  of  1812,  the  Mexican  War,  the  War  Between 
le  States,  the  Spanish-American  War  and  the  first 
I'orld  \\'ar. 

In  the  War  Between  the  States,  or  as  the  people  of 
le  South  prefer  to  call  it,  the  Civil  War,  not  only  were 
oys  of  eighteen  in  the  Army  of  the  Confederacy,  but  many 
xteen  and  seventeen,  and  even  fifteen-year-old  youths 
:ft  the  campus  for  the  camp;  and  still  the  College  lived, 
"hese  boys,  mature  before  their  time  by  hardships,  came 
ome  at  the  conclusion  of  four  years  of  bitter  fighting, 
ith  little  save  the  clothes  on  their  backs,  to  a  battle- 


Whatever  sacrifice  it  may  be  called  upon  to  make 
in  the  present  world-shaking  upheaval,  and  however 
grievously  it  may  suffer,  the  College  will  still  live,  and 
will  continue  to  carr}^  forward  the  lamp  of  learning  and 
with  it  the  torch  of  liberty.  It  is  of  such  stuff  that 
Hampden-Sydney    sons    are    made. 
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F  any  plan  of  the  alumni  ever 
justified  itself,  it  is  the  Alumni 
Fund  project.  Set  up  as  all  Alumni 
know,  or  should  know,  about  three 
years  ago  on  a  well-thought-out  and 
considered  plan,  it  is  now  conclud- 
ing its  third  year  of  operation,  and 
has  achieved  a  remarkable  and 
gratifying  success. 

The  Fund  was  headed  up  this 
year  by  that  loyal  and  energetic 
Alumnus,  Dr.  H.  Wallace  Blanton, 
of  Richmond,  and  while  much  was 
confidently  expected  of  him,  the 
result  surpassed  those  expectations. 
Approximately  ^14,400  has  been 
secured  in  cash  or  pledges  coming 
from  about  800  contributors  as 
against  something  in  excess  of 
^11,000  from  850  contributors  last 
year.  The  fact  that  the  number 
of  contributors  is  a  little  less  than 
that  of  last  year  is  easily  explained  in  that  so  many  of 
our  younger  Alumni  are  in  the  armed  forces  and  scattered 
over  both  hemispheres  and  were  unable  to  be  reached. 
At  the  same  time  contributions  are  still  coming  in. 

When  set  up,  this  plan  was  in  charge  of  Charles  A. 
Bernier,  who  perfected  the  organization  and  was  a  success 
from  the  beginning.  He  had  as  his  assistant  Miss  Lillian 
Fussell.  When  Mr.  Bernier  left  last  March  to  assume 
similar  duties  at  the  University  of  Alabama,  as  will  be 
recalled,  it  was  decided  not  to  attempt  to  fill  the  posi- 
tion of  Alumni  Secretary  at  this  time.  With  the  organi- 
zation already  established  and  functioning,  the  office 
equipped,  and  with  Miss  Fussell  thoroughly  familiar 
with  its  workings,  it  was  felt  that  the  Fund  could  be 
carried  on  by  her  with  the  aid  and  counsel  of  President 


:arred  and  impoverished  land;  and  still  the  College  lived.         Gammon.     She  has  accomplished  a  capital  performance 
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and  deserves  the  commendation  and  thanks  of  all  friends 
of  the  College. 

At  a  time  like  this,  when  the  storm  clouds  of  conflict 
are  rolling  over  the  entire  world,  uncertainty  prevails  in 
the  atmosphere  of  our  colleges,  particularly  those  small 
and  slenderly  endowed.  This  $14,000  will  be  a  tremendous 
aid  toward  the  operating  expenses  of  the  institution. 
Moreover,  it  should  give  to  each  Alumnus  who  has  had 
a  part,  however  small,  in  this  undertaking,  the  satisfac- 
tion of  knowing  that  he  has  materially  contributed  to  the 
maintenance  of  his  Alma  Mater  in  a  time  of  unusual  stress. 

The  Record  extends  its  congratulations  to  Dr.  Blanton 
and  Miss  Fussell  for  the  signal  service  which  they  have 
rendered.

still  farther  beyond,  only  faintly  discernible,  as  yet,  the 
benign  countenance  of  Peace  turned  toward  a  war-weary 
and  distracted  world. 


Christmas,  1942 

BEFORE  the  infamous  and  treacherous  attack  on 
Pearl  Harbor  by  the  Japanese  assassins  The  Record 
has  from  time  to  time  taken  editorial  notice  of  the  con- 
flict now  raging  on  so  many  fronts,  on  so  many  oceans 
and  continents.  Far  removed  at  first  as  we  were  from 
the  war  let  loose  in  Europe  nearly  four  years  ago,  it  was 
felt  that  such  an  explosive  event  should  not  be  passed 
over,  even  in  this  then  quiet  academic  haven.  But  with 
this  nation  catapulted  into  the  global  maelstrom,  what 
had  been  indirect  in  its  effect  now  became  direct,  and  the 
College  felt  the  immediate  impact. 

A  year  ago  the  outlook  was  one  of  gloom.  Japan,  with 
its  skillful  and  long  formulated  plan  put  into  execution, 
moved  forward  from  victory  to  victory  in  Burma,  Malaya, 
the  Philippines,  and  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  On  the 
other  hand  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  surprised 
by  Japanese  treachery  were  caught  unprepared  in  out- 
posts far  from  home  bases  and  had  to  undergo  mortifying 
and  costly  defeats.  At  the  same  time  the  German  Jugger- 
naut continued  to  roll  on  unchecked.  Christmas,  1941, 
was  one  of  uneasiness  and  apprehension. 

But  Christmas,  1942,  sounded  a  different  note — one 
of  renewed  faith  and  hope  in  the  final  outcome.  The 
Japanese,  though  not  thrown  out  of  any  lands  which  they 
had  ruthlessly  overrun,  had  been  stymied  for  nearly  six 
months  and  were  beginning  to  feel  the  weight  of  Allied 
blows  both  on  sea  and  land.  The  Russian  armies  were 
on  the  offensive  along  the  2,000-mile  front  stretching 
from  the  Gulf  of  Finland  to  the  Caspian  Sea.  In  Libya 
Rommel's  forces  were  still  fleeing  from  the  rout  at  the 
Alamein  line  administered  by  Montgomery's  hard-hitting 
Eighth  Army  which  was  close  upon  their  flying  heels. 
By  means  of  a  cooperative  plan  made  months  before  by 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  thought  out  to  the 
minutest  detail,  British  and  American  troops  landed  in 
Algeria  and  Morocco.  These  forces  and  their  equipment 
had  been  transported  to  North  Africa  by  a  convoy  of  the 
almost  unbelievable  number  of  850  ships  constituting,  as 
has  been  well  said,  the  greatest  armada  that  the  oceans 
of  the  world  have  ever  borne.  The  preparation  of  this 
invasion  had  been  accomplished  with  amazing  thorough- 
ness and  secrecy  and  took  the  Axis  powers  completely  by 
surprise.  At  long  last  a  much  wished  for  second  front 
of  major  proportions  had  become  an  accomplished  fact. 
The  Axis  powers  were  now  everywhere  on  the  defensive. 

Admiral  Darlan,  former  Vichy  collaborator  with  the

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To  Our  Alumxi: 

I  feel  sure  that  you  are  thinking  much  about  the  college 
in  these  trying  days.  Every  one  interested  in  education  is 
deeply  concerned.  While  all  educational  institutions 
except  the  military  ones  have  been  affected,  none  have 
been  more  so  than  those  dedicated  to  liberal  arts.  The 
recent  lowering  of  the  draft  age  has,  of  course,  greatly 
accentuated  the  situation  with  them. 

Here  at  Hampden-Sydney  we  have  tried  very  hard  to 
pursue  the  wisest  course  possible.  We  have  cooperated 
fully  with  the  government.  \\'hen  the  plan  was  proposed 
for  taking  over  some  of  the  educational  institutions  we 
immediately  offered  to  do  what  we  could.  Only  our  lack 
of  capacity  to  handle  as  many  as  600  kept  us  from  securing 
a  Navy  unit. 

The  whole  situation  has  been  made  much  more  difficult 
because  of  the  confusion  which  has  existed  in  Washington. 
This  has  created  a  feeling  of  uncertainty  which  has  made 
our  work  and   plans  for  the  future  exceedingly  trying. 

I  am  rewriting  this  message  to  you  on  the  eighteenth 
day  of  December.  What  I  had  written  before  was  of  no 
use  because  of  last  minute  changes  in  the  policy  of  the 
government.  We  are  now  filling  out  the  latest  question- 
naire as  rapidly  as  possible.  I  hope  that  the  government 
will  select  Hampden-Sydney  as  one  of  the  institutions  to 
which  will  be  sent  a  number  of  young  men  to  be  trained. 
The  only  thing  that  concerns  me  is  the  question  of  our 
capacity.  We  may  be  asked  to  handle  more  than  we  can 
possibly  manage.    W^e  can  only  wait  and  see. 

As  far  as  I  know,  we  have  left  no  stone  unturned  in  our 
effort  to  be  patriotic  and  to  be  fair  to  the  students  and  to 
the  college.  Unfortunately,  there  are  some  who  feel  that 
a  liberal  arts  education  is  out  of  the  question  for  the 
duration  of  the  war.  Fortunately,  there  are  others  who 
feel  that  the  liberal  arts  colleges  are  of  greater  need  and 
of  more  value  to  mankind  in  days  like  these  than  ever 
before.  There  is  the  question  of  wfiether  or  not  the  officers 
necessary  for  the  armed  forces  can  be  obtained  without 
the  aid  of  institutions  devoted  primarily  to  the  study  of 
liberal  arts.  So,  whether  or  not  the  government  decides 
to  use  Hampden-Sydney,  no  effort  will  be  spared  to  keep 
the  college  functioning  as  fully  as  possible. 

In  spite  of  all  the  problems  created  by  the  war,  we  still 
have  much  for  which  to  be  grateful.  Our  enrollment  this 
year  was  far  higher  than  some  of  us  expected.  Naturally, 
the  disturbing  conditions  have  had  some  effect  upon  a 
number  of  the  students,  but  there  have  been  a  considerable 
number  of  them  who  have  done  better  work  than  ever. 

The  spirit  of  our  faculty  continues  high.  The  work  of 
some  of  those  who  have  left  to  go  in  the  armed  forces  has 
been  absorbed  not  only  without  complaint  but  also  with 
willingness  and  zest. 

You  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  the  Alumni  Fund  has  been 
going  well.  To  date  we  have  ^13,333  from  "jfj  contributors. 


This  means  that  we  are  well  ahead  of  our  highest  figures 
last  year.  I  still  believe  we  may  strike  ^15,000.  While  this 
was  a  rather  stiff  goal  for  a  time  like  this,  we  have  high 
hope  of  reaching  it. 

We  are  exceedingly  proud  of  the  number  of  alumni  who 
are  in  the  armed  forces.  You  will  see  more  about  this  in 
another  part  of  the  Record.  \\^e  hear  splendid  things  of 
the  boys,  and  the  interest  of  the  college  follows  each  one 
most  earnestly. 

All  is  quiet  on  the  Hill  now.  The  students  left  a  few  days 
ago  for  their  Christmas  vacation.  Since  we  held  a  summer 
session,  this  will  be  the  longest  period  without  students 
that  we  have  had  for  a  long  time.

A  Self-Named  Patriarch 

Dr.  Charles  William  Dabney,  president  for  life  of  our 
Alumni  Association,  has  another  great-grandchild — 
Chilton  Thomson,  Jr.  There  are  now  five  great-grand- 
children, three  boys  and  two  girls.  The  good  man  in  a 
letter  to  a  friend  says:  "I  am  quite  a  patriarch  and  proud 
of  my  tribe." 
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Flagship  of  the  Asiatic  Fleet,  upon  which  he  served  as 
Medical  Officer  for  two  years.  During  this  tour  of  duty 
visits  were  made  to  all  the  ports  of  China,  the  principal 
cities  of  Japan,  most  of  the  larger  islands  of  the  Philippines, 
as  well   as  the  islands  of  the  Netherlands   East   Indies. 

The  Huron  was  in  Dairen,  Manchuria,  when  the  dis- 
astrous earthquake  of  1923  struck  Japan,  and  proceeded 
immediately  to  Yokahama  with  supplies  to  aid  the 
stricken  people  of  that  city  and  Tokyo.  \  aluable  assistance 
was  rendered  by  the  Navy  in  spite  of  the  evident  dislike 
and  distrust  shown  for  Americans  even  at  that  time. 
Apparently,  the  Japanese  could  not  understand  that  our 
Navy  could  be  in  their  harbors  for  altruistic  reasons.  They 
were  then,  as  now,  a  suspicious  people. 

After  two  years  on  the  Huron,  Admiral  Sheldon  was 
ordered  to  \Vashington,  D.  C,  where  he  served  for  four 
years  as  Editor  of  the  Naval  Medical  Bulletin,  the  medical 
journal  of  the  Navy.  Following  this  he  served  at  sea  on 
the  U.  S.  S.  Wyoming.  At  the  expiration  of  this  tour  of 
duty  he  took  a  postgraduate  course  in  Internal  Medicine 
at  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
and  then  served  as  Chief  of  Aledicine  of  the  Naval 
Hospitals  at  Philadelphia  and  Washington.  From  Wash- 
ington he  was  transferred  to  the  Naval  Hospital,  Pearl 
Harbor,  T.  H.  After  two  years  there,  he  returned  to  the 
Mainland  for  duty  as  Executive  Officer  of  the  Norfolk 
Naval  Hospital.  He  was  transferred  to  Washington  for 
duty  in  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  in  October, 
1939,  and  has  served  there  continuously  since  that  time, 
first  as  personnel  officer  and  since  June,  1940,  as  As- 
sistant Chief  of  Bureau.  He  was  appointed  Rear  Admiral 
in  September  1942.  He  is  the  senior  alumnus  of  Hampden- 
Svdnev  now  on  active  dutv  with  the  Navy. 


Rear  Admiral  Luther  Sheldon,  Jr.,  '03 

A  NATIVE  of  Norfolk,  \'a.,  Admiral  Sheldon  entered 
Hampden-Sydney  College  from  the  old  Norfolk 
Academy  and  graduated  with  the  A.  B.  degree  in  1903. 
After  two  years  of  teaching  at  Hoge  Academy,  Blackstone, 
\'a.,  he  entered  the  School  of  Medicine  of  the  University 
of  Michigan  from  which  he  graduated  in  1909.  Following 
this,  he  served  his  internship  at  the  City  Hospital,  New 
York  City,  and  then  entered  the  Navy  as  an  assistant 
surgeon.  He  has  remained  in  the  Navy  continuously 
since  that  time. 

As  with  most  Naval  Medical  Officers,  Admiral  Sheldon's 
duties  have  been  varied  and  interesting.  While  his 
primary  interest  in  medicine  has  been  in  the  field  of  the 
Internist,  he  has  worked  in  many  other  fields  as  well. 
His  first  duty  at  sea  was  on  the  old  Hospital  Ship  Solace  on 
which  he  was  serving  at  the  time  of  the  occupation  of 
\  era  Cruz.  After  the  United  States  entered  \\'orld  War  I, 
Admiral  Sheldon,  then  a  lieutenant,  served  again  on  the 
Hospital  Ship  Solace  until  he  was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  S. 
Kansas,  a  battleship  engaged  in  training  men  for  duty  at 
sea  and  later  in  convoy  duty  in  the  Atlantic. 

In  June,  1922,  Doctor  Sheldon,  then  a  lieutenant 
commander,  sailed  from  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  on  the 
U.  S.  S.  Black  Hawk,  for  duty  on  the  Asiatic  Station.  The 
trip  was  made  by  way  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  Suez 
Canal,  Indian  Ocean,  and  the  China  Sea.  En  route,  stops 
were  made  at  Gibraltar,  Marseilles,  Malta,  Ismailia, 
Aden,  Ceylon  and  Singapore,  all  places  of  great  interest 
and  importance  in  the  present  war.  Upon  arrival  at 
Chefoo,  China,  he  was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Huron, 


A  Strong  Declaration  of  Principles 

WITHOUT  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  our  editor, 
the  other  members  of  the  staff  of  The  Record  take 
the  libert)^  of  reproducing  in  full  the  following  eloquent 
confession  of  democratic  faith,  introduced  by  Senator 
Robert  K.  Brock  and  unanimously  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  at  the  recent  meeting  of  this  body: 

SENATE  JOINT  RESOLUTION  No.  2 
Tuesday,  September  29,  1942 

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION 

Relating  to  the  M'ar 

Passed  by  Both  Houses  September  29,  1942 

Patron — Mr.  Brock 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Delegates  concur- 
ring. That  we  again  proclaim  our  abiding  faith  in  a  demo- 
cratic form  of  government,  especially  as  conceived  and 
established  by  our  forefathers,  now  assailed  by  vandal 
powers,  which  seek  to  destroy  it  and  in  its  place  to  set  up 
a  ruthless  and  wanton  despotism,  stamping  out  those 
rights  and  liberties  which  have  been  secured  through 
centuries  of  constant  struggle,  and  substituting  abject 
slavery. 
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We  reassert  our  full  and  unyielding  determination  to 
support  our  National  Government  in  an  unremitting  and 
vigorous  prosecution  of  the  war  to  bring  about  the  destruc- 
tion of  those  evil  forces  which,  arrogantly  boasting  their 
race  superiorit}-,  would  trample  underfoot  and  subject 
other  peoples  of  the  world  to  the  rule  of  a  selfish,  brutal, 
overbearing,  and  domineering  caste  of  international  free- 
booters and  gangsters;  and  we  vehemently  condemn  those 
perpetrators  of  wholesale  starvation,  reprisals  and  murders 
of  those  who  will  not  bow  to  their  infamous  order  and 
tyranny. 

We  extend  to  our  courageous  Allies  our  unbounded  ad- 
miration for  the  gallantry  with  which  they  are  resisting 
onslaughts  unparalleled  in  violence,  and  we  hold  an 
unshakeable  faith  that  their  sacrifice  shall  not  have  been 
in  vain. 

To  our  gallant  fighting  men  now  in  action  on  every 
continent,  on  every  sea  and  in  the  wide  spaces  of  the  air, 
we  express  our  pride  in  their  heroic  achievement,  and  those 
who  have,  without  thought  of  self,  made  the  ultimate 
sacrifice  shall  always  be  cherished  in  our  hearts  and 
memories. 

Resolved,  further,  That  we  stand  ready  to  make  any 
sacrifice  in  an  all-out  effort  to  bring  these  arch  criminals 
to  justice,  and  we  declare  our  unbounded  confidence  in  the 
final  outcome  of  this  struggle  for  survival  and  that  democ- 
racy will  emerge  triumphant. 


The  Norton  Presbyterian  Church 

From  the  Coalfield  Progress  of  October  15,  1942,  we 
learn  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Norton  (Va.) 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  which  Hampden-Sydney  feels 
interested.  It  was  founded  by  Rev.  John  E.  Wool,  once  a 
resident  of  Hampden-Sydney  and  for  years  the  pastor  of 
Briery  Church  nearby.  Rev.  Michaux  Raine  was  a  pastor 
at  Norton  soon  after  he  left  the  Seminary.  From  this 
church  students  have  come  to  Hampden-Sydney  College: 
Rev.  Bernard  E.  Dotson,  '36,  a  recent  graduate  of  U.  T. 
Seminary;  Friel  Tate  Sanders,  now  in  U.  S.  aviation,  and 
Edwin  Thomas  Osier,  U.  S.  N.  R.,  both  of  the  Class  of 
1939.  H.  A.  Lacy,  Class  of  1889,  is  an  elder,  and  Robert  S. 
Graham,  '02,  and  Dixon  Fuller  Flanary  are  on  the  Board 
of  Deacons.  Air.  Graham  began  teaching  a  class  of  boys  in 
the  Sunday  School  soon  after  he  moved  to  Norton  in  1907 
and  has  kept  it  up  ever  since. 

At  the  anniversary  service  on  October  18,  1942,  the 
speaker  was  the  Rev.  Goodridge  A.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  of  the 
Class  of  1906.  "He  knows  as  few  men  do  the  history  of 
this  great  section  of  our  State." 


Dr.  John  McGavack,  Authority 
on  Rubber 

The  New  York  Daily  News  of  June  24,  1942,  carried  an 
interesting  article  concerning  the  work  of  Dr.  John  Mc- 
Gavack, '13,  who  for  the  U.  S.  Rubber  Company  is  in 
charge  of  the  search  for  rubber  substitutes.  For  years  Dr. 
McGavack  has  been  an  internationally  known  authority 
on  latex  and  its  sources.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Rubber 
Commission  dealing  with  the  procurement  and  distribu- 
tion of  available  natural  rubber. 

In  the  present  scarcity  of  rubber  Dr.  McGavack  has 
been  busy  investigating  synthetic  rubber  and  sources  of 


natural  rubber  hitherto  undeveloped.  He  is  enthusiastic 
as  to  the  possibilities  of  Cryptostegia,  a  Mexican  vine  of 
which  the  latex  content  is  high.  As  regards  the  value  of 
this  he  says:  "I  am  convinced  that  this  country  should 
push  the  large  scale  cultivation  of  Cr)-ptostegia  as  rapidh' 
as  possibly  because  it  offers  the  best  and  quickest  solution 
to  our  rubber  problem."  His  company  is  planting  all  the 
seed  and  seedlings  it  can  obtain  at  its  experimental 
plantation  near  Yuma,  Arizona.  The  New  York  Ilerald- 
Tribiine  of  September  10,  1942,  showed  Dr.  McGavack 
making  a  flex-cracking  test  of  the  new  U.  S.  F.  rubber, 
because  "resistance  to  flex-cracking  is  of  vital  importance 
in  tires,  rubber  footwear  and  other  rubber  goods."  Dr. 
McGavack  is  a  native  of  Loudoun  County,  \'a.,  is  a 
brother  of  Lewis  M.  and  Thomas  Hodge  McGavack,  both 
of  the  Class  of  1917.  At  College  he  received  the  Bagby 
prize  in  his  senior  year;  and,  when  the  New  York  Chapter 
of  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  was  organized  in  1926,  Dr. 
McGavack  was  chosen  the  first  president. 


A  Golden  Wedding  of  Interest  to 
Many  of  Us 

The  Tivies-Dispatch  of  December  23,  1942,  noticed  in 
fitting  fashion  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  wedding  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Hurt  Edmunds  of  Halifax — the 
former  is  the  son  of  the  late  Paul  Carrington  Edmunds, 
member  of  Congress  from  the  Fifth  District,  and  Mrs. 
Edmunds  is  the  daughter  of  the  late  Judge  John  Riely  of 
the  Virginia  Court  of  Appeals.  The  anniversary  cele- 
bration was  held  at  the  home  of  Richard  Coles  Edmunds, 
a  son  living  at  Halifax,  Va.  Of  the  eight  children  of  this 
venerable  couple  four  are  members  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
and  a  son-in-law  and  a  grandson  are  also  members  of  the 
organization.  Three  sons  attended  Hampden-Sydney 
College:  John  Riely  Edmunds,  '15,  who  died  in  1930: 
Dr.  Louis  Henry  Edmunds,  '22,  a  distinguished  orthopedic

and  a  useful  man. 

Mr.  Henry  Edmunds,  the  father  of  this  distinguished 
group  of  children,  is  well  known  in  the  business  world  and 
prominent  in  the  Councils  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of 
Virginia.  A  clergyman  once  spoke  of  him  as  "The  greatest 
layman  in  Virginia,"  because  of  his  zeal  in  promoting  the 
interests  of  religion  and  piety  in  his  county  and  of  his 
influence  for  good  in  the  Diocese.

S.  F.  McCLURE  IS  ELECTED  ALUMNI  HEAD 

SAMUEL  F.  McCLURE,  of  Spottswood,  was  elected 
as  president  of  the  Valley  Chapter  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  Alumni  Association  at  the  annual  Fall 
meeting  of  the  group  held  in  Waynesboro  October  29th. 
Other  new  officers  include  Dr.  J.  B.  W'oodworth,  Waynes- 
boro; Francis  Lineweaver,  Staunton,  and  Henry  Rolston, 
Harrisonburg,  vice  president,  and  Daley  Craig,  Waynes- 
boro, secretary-treasurer.  L.  P.  Dillon,  Jr.,  of  Waynes- 
boro,   is   retiring   president. 

Dr.  Edgar  Graham  Gammon,  president  of  Hampden- 


Sydney,  was  principal  speaker  at  the  dinner  session  and 
told  the  alumni  group  representing  the  Waynesboro, 
Staunton,  Lexington  and  Harrisonburg  area,  that  the 
college  had  survived  the  first  test  under  war  conditions 
with  good  record,  there  being  331  students  this  year  com- 
pared to  about  390  at  the  beginning  of  the  1941-42  session, 
which  dwindled  to  about  320  before  June  due  to  Army, 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps  enlistments. 

Financially  the  college  is  in  good  shape,  he  added. 
Alumni  campaigns  now  in  progress  will  go  well  beyond  the 
1940  total  of  ^9,500  and  the  1941  total  of  ^11,300.  Last 
}'ear,  he  declared,  there  were  875  subscriptions  and  this 
year  so  far  there  are  472  subscriptions  totalling  $9,330. 

Coach  Frank  Summers,  he  declared,  has  rejuvenated  the 
college's  athletic  program  and  is  proving  popular  with 
faculty  and  student  body  as  well. 


An  Old  Diploma  from  the  Medical 
Department  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 

It  is  common  knowledge  among  those  familiar  with  the 
history  of  Hampden-Sydney  that  the  Medical  College  of 
\  irginia  had  its  beginning  under  the  charter  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  However,  there  are  not  many  people  who 
know  that  Hampden-Sydney  one  hundred  years  ago  had 
a  Medical  Department  located  in  the  City  of  Richmond. 
At  one  time  the  enrollment  in  the  Medical  Department 
was  greater  than  that  in  the  Liberal  Arts  Department. 

From  Mrs.  J.  P.  Maupin  of  Oklahoma  City,  Okla.,  we 
have  received  the  diploma  issued  to  Thompson  C.  Maupin 
of  Virginia  on  March  7,  1842.  It  was  issued  by  the 
President  and  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
during  the  presidency  of  Dr.  William  Maxwell  and  was 
signed  by  Lewis  W.  Chamberlayne,  Prof,,  of  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics;  H.  L.  Bohannan,  Prof,  of  the 
Art  of  Obstetrics;  Johannes  CuUen,  Prof,  of  Theoretical 
and  Preventive  Medicine;  Aug.  L.  Warner,  Prof,  of 
Surgery;  S.  Maupin,  Prof,  of  Chemistry;  and  Th.  John- 
son, Prof,  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

So  it  is  clear  that  one  hundred  years  ago  the  Medical 
Department  of  Hampden-Sydney  had  at  least  six  pro- 
fessors of  medicine  and  a  sizable  student  body. 

The  above  referred  to  diploma  is  written  in  Latin  and 
confers  upon  Thompson  C.  Alaupin  the  rank  and  title  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine.  It  bears  the  unmistakable  earmarks 
of  antiquity,  but  the  sheepskin  is  still  holding  its  own  and 
the  document  is  still  quite  legible.  Any  reader  who  may 
be  interested  in  scrutinizing  this  interesting  old  document 
will  find  it  at  the  College  Library  where  it  has  been  taken 
for  safekeeping. 

Edgar  Graham  Gammon,  Jr., 
Promoted  and  Decorated 

This  young  man,  son  of  President  and  Mrs.  Edgar  G. 
Gammon  of  Hampden-Sydney,  has  recently  been  pro- 
moted from  Lieutenant  to  Captain  in  the  U.  S.  A.  Air 
Forces.

in  springtime.  I  have  seen  stooping,  skinny,  coughing 
weaklings  transformed  into  men,  red-necked  and  tough, 
like  my  friend,  "Mangy"  Mangione,  whose  delight  it  was 
to  slip  a  match  under  my  shoe  sole  and  light  it.  Five 
months  ago  he  was  a  sickly  shop  clerk.  Just  the  other  day 
he  was  "shipped  out,"  under  secret  orders,  to  snake  his 
field  telephone  up  to  heaven  knows  what  battlefront. 

The    resolution    that    sends    men    forward    under    fire 
creates  the  songs  and  stories,  but  this  Army  is  a  school  of 


UNTIL  a  few  months  ago,  I  was  a  newspaper  man  in 
\\'ashington.  And  I  thought  I  knew  all  there  was  to 
know  about  the  war.  The  day  of  Pearl  Harbor,  I  was  in 
the  ^^  hite  House  Press  Room  when  most  of  the  early 
news  came.  I  covered  the  declarations  of  war,  I  watched 
political  leaders,  high  Army  and  Navy  officers  come  and 
go  at  the  \^"hite  House  and  at  the  Capitol. 

On  February  4,  I  joined  the  new  Army  of  the  United 
States — as  a  private.  It  was  then  that  I  really  began  to 
learn  something  about  the  war. 

In  those  days  of  winter  defeat,  Washington  lay  in  a 
miasma  of  anxiety  and  uncertainty.  In  contrast,  I  found 
the  Army  a  bracing  tonic,  as  invigorating  as  cold  night  air. 
The  sense  of  youth  and  power  in  the  Army,  a  feeling  of 
swift  growth  and  certainty,  was  electric.  It  was  the  most 
exhilarating  thing  in  the  world  to  swing  out  across  a  drill 
field  in  the  easy  march  step  of  the  American  Army,  feeling 
oneself  part  of  a  smooth-flowing,  purposeful  column  of 
power.  One  had  a  true  perception  of  the  irresistible  force 
and  purpose  of  America's  war  drive. 

As  a  three  weeks'  rookie,  I  yawned  at  some  of  the  news 
which  used  to  drive  us  to  distraction  when  I  was  working 
in  Washington.  In  the  Army  the  news  came  to  my 
barracks  by  radio  as  we  rolled  out  for  5:30  reveille.  If 
there  was  an  Allied  setback  anywhere,  friend  John  Fore- 
man, a  grinning,  devil-may-care  telephone-pole  man  from 
\  irginia,  would  say:  "Just  another  place  for  us  to  take 
back."  Then,  preoccupied  with  much  more  serious 
matters,  he  careened  through  the  barracks  shouting, 
"What  blankety-blank-blank  stole  my  pillow  case.'"  It 
was  inspection  day,  and  a  lost  pillow  case  is  serious. 

We  of  the  ranks  were  too  busy  even  in  the  desperate 
days  of  last  winter  to  worry,  ^^'e  were  conscious  of  the 
growing  might  of  the  thing  we  were  creating. 

Regardless  of  "  setbacks, "  the  loss  of  "  strategic  points," 
and  "vital  lines,"  we  know  that  the  enemy  will  be  de- 
feated when  he  meets  head-on  the  Army  of  the  United 
States.  The  point  or  line  of  meeting  is  secondary.  Soldiers 
do  not  go  about  mouthing  their  philosophy  of  the  war, 
but  they  live  it  as  the  grueling  labor  of  Army-building  and 
the  compelling  sense  of  the  Army's  invincibility  crowds 
out  of  their  minds  the  anxiety  which  must  afflict  all  those 
who  can  only  read  of  defeats  abroad  and  do  nothing  about 
them. 

I  have  seen  and  felt  the  arm}'  grow,  like  a  young  bull

skills.  The  new  Army  will  conquer  more  by  virtue  of  the 
unromantic  kind  of  determination  that  drives  men  through 
the  long  and  severe  mental  effort  of  mastering  the  difficult 
side  of  radio,  gunnery,  motor  maintenance  and  the  like. 
My  friend  \  in  Franz,  ex-bank  messenger,  cried  out  in 
dismay,  "  I  didn't  join  the  Army  to  go  to  school!"  He  had 
just  been  handed  a  heavy  text  on  radio  engineering  with 
the  command  to  learn  it  all,  and  quick.  University  gradu- 
ates sweated  for  months  over  that  course.  You  can 
imagine  how  brutal  it  was  for  Franz,  who  never  finished 
high  school.  Yet  Franz  is  ready  for  the  troop  transport 
any  day  now,  a  highly  skilled  technician  in  military  com- 
munications. This  war  will  be  won  by  a  million  unsung 
Franzes — with  the  guts  and  brains  to  operate  under  fire 
the  marvelous  engines  of  scientific  battle. 

On  any  day  of  minor  annoyances — say  the  supper  stew 
was  burned  or  the  laundry  late — a  stranger  present  would 
expect  momentary  mutiny  in  Company  B.  He  would  be 
startled,  if  not  shocked,  by  the  utter  freedom  of  speech 
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practiced  in  this  Army.  The  favorite  targets  of  barracks 
abuse,  in  order,  are:  the  Army,  officers,  the  company  cook, 
ilie  British,  the  Japs,  Hitler. 

Yet  if  one  knows  the  barracks  ps)xholog\'  of  reserving 
the  most  sulphurous  epithets  for  friends  and  civility  for 
enemies,  one  can  translate  the  abuse  as  meaning  that  the 
boys  will  die  for  the  honor  of  the  Army,  follow  their 
officers  anywhere,  lend  money  to  the  cook,  outdo  them- 
selves to  vie  with  the  Tommies  in  the  display  of  valor, 
tangle  gladly  with  the  Japs  and  hang  Hitler  with  gusto. 

It  is  hard  for  one  eight  months  in  the  Army  to  remember 
that  there  is  intolerance  and  snobbery  in  the  world.  When 
vou  eat,  sleep,  shower,  march,  swear,  laugh,  drink,  and 
dodge  details  just  two  feet  to  the  left  of  Joe  Doaks  for  a 
couple  of  weeks,  you  cannot  think  of  Joe  as  Catholic, 
Protestant,  Jew,  German,  Italian,  Swede  or  anything  else, 
Joe  is  just  Joe. 

With  a  few  million  fantastically  diverse  and  incurable 
individualistic  men  gathered  together  under  one  roof,  so 
to  speak,  respect  for  the  wishes  of  one's  fellow  man — which 
is  to  say  Democracy — is  as  sure  as  the  victory  of  this 
Army.  \\'here  I  am,  free  speech  and  the  equality  and  the 
dignity  of  man  are  no  mere  fine  words  of  an  outworn  era: 
the\-  are  big,  hard,  comforting,  rock  mountains  of  fact. 

Soldiers  don't  go  around  mouthing  any  philosophy  of 
"freedom"  or  "democracy."  I'm  sure  I  never  heard 
either  word  issue  from  a  man  in  uniform.  Yet  we  live 
them  dail}-;  we  are  preparing  to  fight  for  them  and  win  for 
them. 

If  any  man  has  lost  his  faith,  let  him  come  and  learn 
anew  in  the  barracks  of  our  United  States  Armv. 


A  Student's  Attitude  Toward  the  War

THERE'S  A  W.'\R 
By  Tommy  Johns 

This  is  Hampden-Sydney's  war. 

Most  of  us  don't  believe  that.  Most  of  us  think  and  often  say  that 
Hampden-Sydney  is  the  safest  place  in  the  world,  that  it  is  the  last  place 
the  invader  would  strike.  Most  of  us  feel  certain  that  geographically, 
psychologically,  actually  this  of  all  places  on  God's  earth,  is  the  most 
remote  from  wars  and  rumors  of  wars. 

And  most  of  us  are  wrong. 

This  column  will  not  try  to  bring  the  war  to  Hampden-Sydney  College 
since  the  war  is  already  here.  It  will  try  simply  to  bring  the  realization 
of  its  presence,  and  to  suggest  a  few  of  the  more  obvious  things  that  we 
as  students  should  and  should  not  do  in  furthering  the  gigantic  war- 
effort  of  the  nation.  Contributions  and  ideas  of  everyone  will  be  wel- 
comed and  published  when  possible. 

East  of  Hampden-Sydney — about  25  minutes  east  as  the  Stuka  flies — 
lies  Norfolk,  our  biggest  Naval  Base  and  the  center  of  the  First  Coastal- 
Defense  Zone.  Norfolk  boys  can  tell  you  there's  a  war,  because  from 
dawn  to  dusk  and  after,  the  Grumanns  roar  in  one  window  and  out  the 
other,  actualy  interrupting  conversation,  and  ambulances  full  of  wounded 
sailors  scream  past  the  front  door  a  hundred  times  a  day. 

Twelve  minutes  northeast  of  Hampden-Sydney  is  Richmond,  center 
of  the  Second  Coastal-Defense  Zone,  where  what  we  are  told  will  be  the 
biggest  bomber  base  in  the  world,  Is  located.  Ask  the  Richmond  boys 
about  the  war  and  the  ominous  rumble  of  the  B-19's  and  the  B-26's. 


Eive  and  a  half  minutes  southeast  is  Pickett,  fast  becoming  the  .Army's 
most  colossal  and  exemplary  training  post.  Here  are  but  three  of  the 
numerous  primary  Nazi  objectives  in  our  immediate  vicinity. 

.Ml  of  which  makes  us  about  as  remote  from  war  as  Coventry  and 
Mrs.  Miniver's  town  of  Beldon  were  a  couple  of  years  ago. 

But  our  geographical  nearness  is  not  the  real  thing  which  brings  this 
war  to  Death  Valley  and  makes  it  ours.  There  is  something  more  serious 
and  more  vital.  Professor  Bittinger  came  close  to  it  the  other  night.  "If 
I  were  Hitler,  and  if  I  conquered  this  country,  I  would  work  many 
changes,  of  course.  I  would  change  the  small  colleges.  I  would  reform 
schools  like  Williams,  Davidson,  Rutgers  and  Swarthmore.  But  I  would 
utterly  destroy  Hampden-Sydney."  Professor  Bittinger  was  talking 
about  something  we  all  like  to  talk  about,  something  which — since  it  is 
an  over-worked  expression — we  are  loath  to  call  the  Spirit  of  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

This  is  our  war  then,  because  we  have  right  here  exactly  what  Hitler 
can't  stand.  We  can  do  our  share,  however  small  and  insignificant  it 
may  seem,  by  holding  on  to  that  pet  abomination  of  the  Axis'  which  we 
partake  of  so  freely,  to  which  we  contribute  so  grudgingly. 

How  can  we  help  attain  the  Victory.'  By  giving,  as  Dr.  Gammon 
would  have  us  do,  a  little  more  attention  to  our  duties  and  obligations 
and  a  little  less  to  our  rights  and  privileges;  by  thinking  out  for  our- 
selves the  best  course  for  each  of  us  individually  to  pursue;  by  getting 
off  our  proverbial  sitters  and  doing  the  thing  at  hand  better  than  before; 
by  serious  thought  and  serious  work. 

The  Lord  gave  us  two  ends  to  use; 
One  to  think  with,  one  to  sit  with. 

The  war  depends  on  which  we  choose; 
Heads  we  win,  tails  we  lose! 

A  Fitting  Memorial  to  a  Beloved  Son 

The  Farmville  (Va.)  Recreation  Defense  Center  was 
dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremonies  on  October  16, 
1942.  Among  other  comforts  provided  for  the  service 
men,  a  reading  room  has  been  beautifully  furnished  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  N.  Gordon  in  memory  of  their  son, 
Raeburn  Francis  Gordon,  '37.  He  was  the  first  casualty 
of  this  war  from  Farmville.  Born  in  Fulton  County,  Ind., 
April  12,  1916,  he  had  lived  in  Farmville  since  infancy; 
entered  service  as  cadet  in  U.  S.  A.  Air  Corps,  December 
19,  1941;  was  stationed  at  Maxwell  Field  and  at  Gunter 
Field,  Ala.,  at  Arcadia,  Fla.,  and  at  Columbus,  Miss. 
He  was  killed  near  Columbus  July  I,  1942,  in  a  collision 
of  two  Army  planes.  This  memorial  reading  room  is 
furnished  with  easy  chairs,  lounges,  reading  lamps  and 
writing  tables.  Books  for  this  room  are  provided  by  the 
Woman's  Club.  Thus  bereaved  parents  hope  to  contrib- 
ute to  the  comfort  of  the  sons  of  others.

Dr.  Hart's  Book 

THE  Uni\ersity  of  North  Carolina  Press  has  issued  a 
book  of  223  pages.  The  J'alley  of  Virginia  in  the 
American  Revolution,  Ij6()-ij84,  which  will  have  added 
interest  for  many  readers  of  The  Record  because  its 
author  is  Dr.  Freeman  H.  Hart,  for  many  years  Head  of 
the  Department  of  History  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

In  his  Preface  Dr.  Hart  says  that  ''The  \  alley  of  \  ir- 
ginia  can  rightly  claim  an  important  place  in  the  history 
of  the  American  people,  particularly  for  the  period  of 
the  American  Revolution";  and  certainly  he  proves  his 
assertion.  The  book  will  prove  an  eye-opener  to  most 
\  irginians,  not  only  outside  the  \'alley,  but  also  to  the 
residents  of  that  beautiful  section  of  the  state;  and 
unless  the  writer  is  mistaken,  it  will  bring  to  historians 
in  and  out  of  Virginia  much  that  is  essential,  and  much 
that  will  prove  new. 

The  book  is  a  multum  in  parvo:  the  "much"  is  packed 
in  amazingly  little  space.  If  there  is  an  unessential  para- 
graph, this  reader  failed  to  find  it.  Yet,  with  all  its 
compactness  it  is  written  with  a  clearness  and  a  continuity' 
that  make  delightful  reading.  It  is  a  source  book  for 
the  historian  and  the  research  worker,  and  at  the  same 
time  is  a  book  that  will  fascinate  the  lay  reader. 

\Mth  the  exception  of  Miss  Elizabeth  \.  Gaines's 
admirable  Cub  Creek  Church  and  Congregation,  in  which 
she  accords  to  Caleb  Wallace  his  rightful  place  in  the 
great  battle  of  1776  for  religious  liberty.  Dr.  Hart  is,  as 
far  as  the  writer  knows,  the  first  historian  since  William 
Henry  Foote  (1850)  to  show  the  amazing  part  taken  by 
men  intimately  connected  with  Hampden-Sj'dney  in  the 
fight  of  1776,  when  they  were  victorious  on  many  points, 
and  the  prolonged  and  uphill  contest  from  that  time  to 
1785,  when  complete  religious  liberty  was  secured  for 
\  irginia. 

And  in  his  vivid,  but  terse,  description  of  this  fight, 
and  indeed  in  all  the  book,  covering  many  phases  of  his 
subject,  there  is  not  a  word  of  fulsome  praise.  There  is 
a  wealth  of  citations  for  those  desiring  ultimate  authorities 
and  sources.  Dr.  Hart  has  one  short  statement  that  this 
writer  hopes  he  will  change  when  the  next  edition  of  his 
book  appears.  And  that  statement?  Let  the  reader  find 
it.

Necrology 


J.  Foote  Hooper  of  the  Class  of  1882  died  at  his  home  in  Selma,  .Ma., 
October  II,  1942,  aged  eighty  years.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  the  late 
Rev.  Thomas  VV.  Hooper,  D.  D.,  of  the  Class  of  1855,  long  a  valued  and 
loyal  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 
Professor  W.  D.  Hooper  ot  the  University  of  Georgia  and  Rev.  T.  W. 
Hooper,  Jr.,  of  Culpeper,  Va.,  are  brothers.  The  few  living  friends  of 
his  student  days  remember  Mr.  Hooper  with  affection;  for  his  were  the 
ready  smile  and  kindly  word,  his  attitude  towards  others  was  that  of 
the  considerate  gentleman.  For  59  years  he  had  been  a  ruling  elder  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Selma.  "Not  only  in  length  of  time 
was  his  career  as  an  elder  unique  but  also  in  devotion  to  service  and  in 
accomplishment."  The  Committee  of  his  session,  writing  of  his  useful 
life,  felt  constrained  to  say:  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant." 

News  has  been  received  of  the  death  of  Hon.  Alexander  Donnan 
Hamilton  at  his  home  in  Petersburg,  Va.,  on  December  20,  1942.  He 
was  an  able  member  of  the  Petersburg  bar,  and  was  prominent  in  civic, 
business,  and  church  circles.  He  was  an  ex-president  of  the  Petersburg 
Bar  Assoication,  former  member  of  the  School  Board,  and  an  Elder  in 
the  Tabb  Street  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  the  father  of  Alexander 
Hamilton,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1928.  Interment  services  were  held  in 
Blandford  Cemetery. 

William  James  Rogers,  '36,  died  at  a  hospital  in  Williamsburg,  Va., 
supposedly  of  tuberculosis  of  the  brain. 

Milton  E.  Gee  died  at  his  home  in  Meherrin,  Va.,  on  December  2d  last. 

He  had  for  many  years  conducted  a  large  mercantile  business  at 
Meherrin,  and  for  almost  as  long  a  period  had  been  Postmaster  at  that 
place. 

He  was  a  man  of  broad  interests,  and  the  services  which  he  rendered 
his  community  will  long  be  remembered. 

He  was  the  father  of  former  students  of  the  College — Harris  Hill  Gee, 
Class  of '25,  and  Milton  Carlyle  Gee,  Class  of  '26,  both  of  whom  survive 
him. 

Mr.  William  R.  Moore,  age  88,  for  many  years  a  respected  resident  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  died  November  5th,  in  Rockbridge  County,  Va.,  at  the 
home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  George  H.  Rector.  He  was  the  father  of 
Mr.  W.  Wirt  Moore  of  DiUwyn  and  of  Dr.  Ray  A.  Moore,  our  College 
Physician.  Burial  services  were  held  at  Prospect,  Va.,  November  6,  1942. 

Mr.  John  L.  Waring  of  the  Class  of  1868  died  December  5,  1942,  at 
the  home  of  his  son.  Dr.  J.  B.  H.  Waring,  in  Wilmington,  Ohio.  During 
the  Civil  war  he  ran  away  from  home  and  joined  the  Confederate  Army 
and  was  a  courier  for  General  Lee  at  the  time  of  the  Surrender  at 
Appomattox.  Later  he  served  as  Captain  of  the  Virginia  National  Guard. 
Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  Richmond,  Va.,  once  his  home. 

Junius  Leigh  Wilson,  '20,  died  in  Newport  News,  Va.,  October  i, 
1942.  He  was  the  son  of  the  late  Junius  Leigh  Wilson,  Class  of  1878,  and 
Mrs.  Marie  Hyde  Wilson  of  Richmond.  He  enlisted  in  World  War  I, 
leaving  College  in  1917.  He  was  a  member  of  Company  G,  116  Infantry, 
29th  Division;  served  in  America  15  months,  overseas  10  months; 
received  a  bullet  wound  in  the  head.  Subsequently  he  attended  Princeton 
University;  later  he  worked  for  the  C.  &  O.  Railway,  first  in  Russell,  Ky., 
and  for  some  years  in  Newport  News.  His  wife,  Mrs.  Loretta  Estes 
Wilson,  and  two  daughters,  Shirley  June  and  Virginia  Anne  Wilson, 
survive.  Funeral  ser\-ices  were  held  in  Hollywood  Cemeten',  Richmond, 
Va. 

Ben  Huddleston  Smith,  '24,  age  42,  died  in  a  hospital  in  Danville,  Va., 
October  10,  1942.  He  will  long  be  remembered  at  Hampden-Sydney  as 
one  of  its  outstanding  athletes.  Since  graduation  he  had  been  Assistant 
City  Bacteriologist  of  Norfolk,  Va.;  teacher  and  coach,  McCallie  School, 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.;  teacher  and  coach  at  Durham,  N.  C,  and  at 
Christ  Church  School,  Va.  For  some  years  he  had  been  Superintendent  of 
Southern  Dairies  in  Danville,  Va. 

He  was  also  a  member  of  the  City-  School  Board,  of  the  City  Recreation 
Commission,  of  the  Kiwanis  and  Young  Men's  Clubs,  and  was  Deputy 
Chief  Air  Raid  Warden  of  the  City.  He  married  August  8,    1924,  Miss 
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Katherine  Tucker  of  Ashland,  Va.,  who,  with  a  son  and  a  daughter, 
survives  him.  In  Ben  Smith  Hampden-Sydney  has  lost  a  loyal  son. 
Burial  Services  were  held  in  Woodlawn  Cemeterj',  Ashland,  Ya. 

Joseph  Lee  Grant,  '44,  .Aviation  Cadet  taking  advanced  flight  Train- 
ing, was  killed  October  16,  1942,  when  a  four-motored  bomber  crashed  at 
Almagro  Gordon,  \.  ^L  All  the  occupants  were  killed.  Young  Grant  was 
a  good  boy,  so  eager  to  be  an  active  participant  in  the  war  that  he  with- 
drew from  College  in  Januar>',  1942.  So  soon  and  so  young  he  gave  his 
all  to  his  countrj-.  The  children  of  the  Hughes  Memorial  School  have 
collected  enough  rocks  to  lay  a  pathway  to  the  grave  when  the  young 
flyer  was  buried  in  Danville,  Ya. 

-Vfter  weeks  of  painful  illness  Willard  Chew  Osburn,  '10,  died  in  the 
Marine  Hospital,  Baltimore,  Md.,  September  3,  1942.  He  was  a  son  of 
the  late  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Howard  Osburn  of  Rippon,  \V.  Ya.  After  gradu- 
ation he  taught  for  a  time  in  the  St.  James  School,  Maryland;  then  was 
in  the  Sales  Department  of  the  National  Biscuit  Co.  until  international 
relations  became  unsettled,  when  as  a  member  of  the  First  Man.-land 
Cavalrj-  he  was  stationed  at  Eagle  Pass,  Texas.  During  the  World  War 
I  he  ser\'ed  with  the  Heavy  Field  Artillen,'  in  the  United  States  and 
overseas,  remaining  with  the  115th  Field  .\rtiller>'  in  the  Army  of 
Occupation  until  March,  1919,  as  First  Lieutenant.  Since  that  time  he 
was  in  business  in  Baltimore. 

One  of  his  two  sur\'iving  brothers  is  Dr.  John  Nelson  Osburn,  '05,  a 
distinguished  physician  of  Los  .\ngeles,  Cal.  He  left  his  widow  and  one 
son,  W.  C.  Osburn,  Jr. 

Too  many  of  the  fine  young  men  of  the  L^nited  States  are  being  killed 
in  airplane  accidents.  Something  must  be  wrong  in  construction  or 
management.  We  regret  to  report  that  news  of  the  death  of  Lieutenant 
John  William  Rives,  Jr.,  was  received  from  the  War  Department  on 
September  24,  1942.  This  gentleman  was  the  son  of  Mrs.  and  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Rives,  Sr.,  of  \IcKenney,  Ya.;  he  graduated  as  Bachelor  of  Xns,  cum 
laude,  with  the  Class  of  1940;  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  A.  .\ir  Corps  on 
December  20,  1941.  Having  received  primary  training  at  Yaldosta,  Ga., 
he  was  commissioned  a  Second  Lieutenant  in  .\ugust,  1942.  He  was  a 
pilot  and  probably  was  at  the  controls  of  one  of  two  planes  which  e.x- 
ploded  in  separate  accidents  in  the  Maine  woods  on  September  23,  1942, 
near  Caribou.  Thus,  at  the  age  of  22,  a  young  man  of  fine  character, 
good  mind,  and  bright  promise  met  his  death.  He  is  survived  by  his 
wife — before  her  marriage  Miss  Dorothy  Maxine  Hawkes  of  Blackstone, 
Va. — by  his  parents,  a  sister,  and  two  brother.  A  military  funeral  was 
held  September  27th  in  the  .\sbury  Cemetery  in  McKenney,  Ya. 

Robert  Bagley  Cralle,  Jr.,  '23,  died  at  the  home  of  his  mother  in 
Farmville,  Ya..  September  27,  1942.  For  two  years  after  his  graduation 
at  Hampden-Sydney  as  Bachelor  of  Science,  he  was  connected  with  the 
Richmond,  Ya.,  office  of  the  Sun  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Canada. 
For  two  years  he  was  associated  in  business  with  his  father  in  Farmville. 
He  then  attended  the  Medical  College  of  Yirginia  and  received  his  degree 
in  June,  193 1.  Subsequently  he  practiced  medicine  in  Prince  Edward 
and  Charlotte  Counties.  Dr.  Cralle  was  a  brother  of  Mrs.  Herman  Bell 
of  Hampden-Sydney,  and  belonged  to  a  prominent  connection  in  this 
section  of  Yirginia. 


Maxcy  Gregg  Latimer,  '96 

Maxcy  Gregg  Latimer  was  born  on  November  14,  1878,  at  Davidson 
College,  N.  C,  the  son  of  James  Fair  and  Susannah  Hopkins  (Maxcy) 
Latimer.    He  died  October  12,  1942. 

He  came  of  a  long  line  of  educators  and  warriors.  His  father,  the 
Reverend  James  Fair  Latimer,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Ph.  D.,  of  Abbeville, 
S.  C,  was  a  prominent  theologian  and  classical  professor  of  the  South, 
who  had  served  and  been  wounded  in  the  Civil  War  and  who,  at  his 
death,  was  Professor  of  Church  History  at  the  Lnion  Theological 
Seminary  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Ya.  He  was  Professor  of  Greek 
at  Davidson  College,  N.  C,  at  the  time  of  his  son's  birth. 

His  mother  was  a  member  of  the  Maxcy  family  of  Columbia,  S.  C, 
and  the  son  was  named  for  her  cousin.  General  ^Iaxcy  Gregg,  of  South 
Carolina,  who  was  killed  in  the  Confederate  serv'ice  at  Fredericksburg. 
Her  grandfather,  Jonathan  Maxcy,  was  President  of  Brown  University 
and  the  first  President  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  and  her 
great-grandfather  was  Commodore  Esek  Hopkins,  the  first  Commo- 
dore of  the  .American  Navy,  and  brother  of  Stephen  Hopkins,  the 
signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

Mr.  Latimer  attended  at  Dinwiddle  School  at  Crozet,  Ya.,  and 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  where  he  graduated  in  1S96.  He  distinguished 
himself  as  a  baseball  pitcher  in  college  and  pitched  professionally  in 


the  Southern  leagues  in  the  period  before  he  completed  his  legal  edu- 
cation. 

He  taught  at  Mitchell's  Boys'  School  at  Billerica,  Mass.,  at  the  Boys' 
Latin  School  in  Baltimore  and  at  Fredericksburg  College  in  Virginia. 

He  obtained  his  law  degree  from  the  L'niversity  of  Mar>-land  in  1905, 
and  practiced  in  the  office  of  Crane  and  Hersey  in  that  city.  He  later 
removed  to  New  York  and  practiced  with  .Alexander  and  Green  until 
1909,  when  at  the  time  of  the  consolidation  of  the  firms  of  Hawkins  and 
Delafield  and  Delafield  and  Longfellow  he  associated  himself  with  the 
new  firm  of  Hawkins,  Delafield  and  Longfellow.  He  was  admitted  to 
membership  in  that  firm  on  Januarj-  i,  1924,  and  was  forced  by  ill  health 
to  retire  on  October  29,  1938. 

He  married  Jean  Wheeler  of  Hamilton,  Ontario,  in  191 5,  and  they 
made  their  home  in  Hempstead,  Long  Island.  Mrs.  Latimer  died  in 
1939.  They  had  no  children.  Mr.  Latimer  removed  to  Florida  upon 
her  death. 

Mr.  Latimer  specialized  in  estate  and  real  estate  law  and  was  best 
known  in  the  profession  for  the  matters  in  which  he  represented  the 
Trustees  of  the  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor. 

He  leaves  a  sister,  Mary  M.  Cook,  wife  of  Huestis  P.  Cook,  of  1225 
Windsor  Avenue,  Richmond,  Ya.,  a  sister,  Cornelia  G.  Bissell,  wife 
of  Or\ille  H.  Bissell,  Jr.,  of  Traveler's  Rest,  S.  C,  a  sister,  .Annie  L. 
Jones,  wife  of  .Arthur  C.  Jones,  of  501  West  Fifth  .Avenue,  Gastonia, 
N.  C,  and  a  brother,  James  F.  Latimer,  of  Millington,  N.  J.

Pearl  Harbor  Day 


On  Monday,  December  7th,  with  President  Gammon 
in  charge,  students,  faculty,  and  residents  of  the  Hill 
assembled  in  Mcllwaine  Hall  to  observe  Pearl  Harbor  Day. 

After  the  devotional  exercises.  Dr.  Gammon  read  the 
names  of  the  alumni  who  have  died  in  the  war — David 
Hurt,  Raeburn  Gordon,  John  Rives,  and  Joseph  Grant. 

Student  body  President  James  Peden  led  the  audience 
in  the  pledge  of  allegiance  to  the  flag  and  Tommy  Johns 
delivered  a  stirring  address  on  the  significance  to  the 
students  of  what  is  happening  in  the  world  today. 
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Excerpt  from  Lowell  Thomas'  Broadcast 
December  10,  1942 

Crowded  around  me,  as  I  broadcast  from  \\'ashington 
tonight,  are  some  of  the  nation's  leaders,  cabinet  officers, 
senators,  congressmen,  writers — and  Beau  Jest — Beauford 
Jester — men  of  all  types  who  are  plaj-ing  a  part  in  the  war. 
And  we  are  here  to  pay  honor  to  the  two  young  airmen 
whom  none  of  us  have  ever  even  met.  The  Kappa  Sigma 
Fraternity  has  what  it  calls:  "The  Alan  of  the  Year 
Award."  But  instead  of  giving  it  to  one  man  this  year  we 
are  giving  it  to  two — two  flying  lieutenants  who  took 
part  in  the  greatest — well,  the  most  remarkable  air  raid 
in  history — the  raid  on  Tokyo.  These  two  young  men  who 
were  with  General  Jimmy  Doolittle  are  J.  H.  Macia,  of  the 
University  of  Arizona,  and  Jack  E.  Manch,  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College. 

We  don't  even  know  where  these  two  flying  lieutenants 
are  tonight.  But  the  chances  are  they  are  in  North 
Africa,  with  their  chief.  General  Doolittle.  In  their 
absence  the  award  will  be  accepted  for  them  by  Drew 
Pearson.  The  citation,  by  the  way,  pays  tribute  to  all 
eighty  of  the  men  who  flew  in  the  great  raid  on  Tokyo.

Edwin  R.  Carter,  Jr.,  '29,  Cited 

AN  editorial  in  the  Richmond  News-Leader  of  October 
IX.  29,  1942,  is  prompted  by  a  letter  from  Captain 
Edwin  R.  Carter,  Jr.,  '29,  who  is  abroad  with  our 
troops.  The  editorial  follows : 

RETURN  TO  A  BARREN  LAND 

These  are  the  words  of  a  thoughtful  Richmonder  at  a 
foreign  station:  "I  feel  that  many  of  our  men  will  come 
out  of  this  conflict  with  a  very  definite  religious  experience. 
The  same  thing  happened  In  the  last  World  War,  and 
they  returned  only  to  find  that  the  people  of  their  home- 
land had  grown  away  from  God  rather  than  toward  him. 
In  this  war  of  philosophies  it  would  be  the  supreme  tragedy 
if,  after  sufTering  intensely  for  a  faith  in  a  good  God  and 
the  privilege  of  worshiping  Him,  our  men  returned  to  a 
barren  land."  The  writer  of  this  letter — it  is  photo- 
graphed "V-Mail"  by  the  way — is  the  Rev.  Edwin  R. 
Carter,  Jr.,  rector  of  St.  Luke's  Episcopal  Church,  and 
now  a  chaplain  in  the  United  States  Army  overseas. 
Could  he  have  chosen  words  of  higher  challenge  or  of 
deeper  warning.?  Must  our  fighters  in  the  end  return  to  a 
land  spiritually  barren .''  What  are  we  doing  to  keep  it 
from  becoming  barren.''  Are  we  blind  to  the  fact  that 
greed  and  grasping  and  slothfulness  may  be  eroding  now — 
day  by  day — the  spiritual  richness  of  the  land?

Home-Coming 


While  the  crowd  at  Home-Coming  this  year  (October 
26th)  was  necessarily  smaller  than  in  previous  years,  the 
spirit  of  the  occasion  lacked  nothing  in  warmth  of  enjoy- 
ment. The  Tigers  played  their  best  game  against  the 
Maroons  of  Roanoke  College,  turning  them  back  by  the 
score  of  ^t,  to  6.  The  afternoon  before,  the  1 50-pounders 
defeated  the  lightweights  of  Virginia,  score  13  to  2.  For 
the  second  year  the  young  Tigers  have  won  the  State 
crown. 

The  two  games  held  the  main  outside  attraction  for 
the  home-comers,  but  there  were  at  least  two  inside  in- 
terests that  claimed  significant  attention.  The  first  of 
these  was  the  excellent  luncheon  served  in  the  Dining 
Hall  by  Mr.  Fred  Uhlig,  manager  of  the  College's  cuisine. 
On  this  occasion  a  number  of  the  visiting  alumni  were 
recognized,  among  these  Royster  Lyle  of  Danville,  former 
president  of  the  alumni  association,  John  B.  Henneman 
of  New  York,  J.  D.  Eggleston,  president  emeritus  of  the 
College,  and  Frank  A.  Brown,  Tiger  missionary  to  China. 
Mr.  Henneman  brought  greetings  from  the  New  York 
alumni  chapter.  Colonel  C.  B.  Richmond,  '16,  head  of  the 
Kentucky  ^lilitary  Institute,  was  invited  to  address  the 
gathering  and  this  he  did  in  stirring  fashion.  He  expressed 
his  sense  of  debt  to  the  old  College,  his  pride  in  her  achieve- 
ments, and  his  faith  in  her  future.  Colonel  Richmond 
spoke  as  only  a  son  of  warm  heart  and  tender  memory  can 
speak.

(o  to  26);  Lehigh  was  far  too  strong  (6  to  51);  Apprentice 
should  have  been  beaten,  but  wasn't  (13  to  20);  and 
Randolph-Macon  was  tied  (6  to  6).  This  last  game 
closed  the  season  and  was  played  in  Death  Valley.
